Otis tbe instructions which you Quote, 
You will note the treaty, or agreement, 
as the president deecritwjs it, <was 
confirmed and approved, subject to the 
action of congress, and the only excep- 
tion he made was that in resard to 
article 10 relating to slavery. 


"You 
can but know, however since 


the president sent those instructions, 
the republican party, with the approv- 
al of the administration, has adopted 
the theory that the 'tx,,«5titution does 
not follow the flag, and, therefore the 
13th amendment does not interfere 
with slavery in the Sulu archipelago. 


"The Porto Rican law asserts the 


doctrine that the people of Porto Rico 
arc beyond the protection of the consti- 
tution and can be governed by the ar- 
bitrary and unrestrained power of the 
president and congress. 


"If the constitution ^tself 
cannot 


reach the West Indies how can the 
13th amendment find -»B way across 
the Pacific into Asia. The president 
does not repudiate article 13. 


"In view of the fact that the presi- 


dent in his letter of acceptance de- 
clares it dangerous for us to agree to 
protect a Christian republic in the 
Philippine Islands, would it not be 
wise for film to withdraw his agree- 
ment to protect a Mohammedan island, 
The agreement doe not repudiate ar- 
ticle 14. 


"If we buy all the Philippine Islands 


from Spain without the conent of the 
inhabitants, is it fair we should asr 
not to tell any. Sulu islands without 
the consent of the sultan, in other 
words is it more important that the 
sultan's wishes should be considered 
than the itnerests of the rest of the 
people should-be regarded?"

Youtsey Declares that Enemies are Trying 


to Swear His Life Away, Severe 


Strain Has Caused Insanity 


4*t 10.—In the trial 


bf Henry B. Youtsey, charged with being 
a principal la the shooting of Governor 
Goebei, the defendant himsself was the 
chief participant last night In one of the 
most remarkable scene* ever enacted in 
» Kentucky courtroom. 
The courtroom 


»•»,•• erowdedi at the. time and the excite- 
ment was intenae. 


Dee Armstrong. • Louisville detective, 


had ju»t told of hi* talks with Youtsey 
b«f ere and after hi* arr«*t. Then AW ut 
Goebei was put on the stand and Judge 
Williams, who for the flr»t time appeared 
for the prosecution, did the questioning 


Arthur Goebei *ald: "I ta!k*d with 


Youtsey the day he wa* arrested, late in 
the afternoon, in the jail in Frinkf ort, in 
reference to the murder of my brother." 


J<m*t at this point Youtsey arose behind 


hi* attorney* and in a loud rolce **ld: 
"It is untrue; it is ft lie; I never spoke a 
word to that man te my life, nor kt to 
»*." 


Colonel Crawford told him to be quiei 


and sit down and other* took hold of him. 


"I will not sit down. i,I never said a 


word to that man—It is untrue." 


He was shouting by this time and 


everyone was becoming excited. Yout- 
sey's wife sprang to his side and while 
endeavoring to make him sit down could 
be heard saying: "Now you have killed 
my husband I suppose you are satisfied." 


Then Youtsey hysterically shouted 


again: "I am innocent; there is no blood 
on my handc; these men are swearing 
my life away." 


Two or three deputy sheriff* went over 


and gratoftjed him. He struggled wildly 
and said: "Let me alone. I will not sit 
flown." Finally after Youtsey was 
forced into a seat he shouted again: 
"Goebei is not dead; all the demons in 
kell could not kill him." 


"Mr. Sheriff, if the defendant does not 


behave himself put handcuffs on him," 
kaid Judge Cantrlll. 


Meanwhile the auddence could not b« 


forced to keep their seats until the judge 
threatened to fine those who stood up 
Youtsey settled back in his chair, closed 
his eyes and seemed in a state of col- 
lapse. He waved his handkerchief above 
hia head in an aimless sort of way and 
groaned and cried hysterically. 


Finally quiet was restored and Judge 


Williams asked Arthur Goebei another 
.question when Colonel Crawford asked a 
postponement of the'trial until today on 
account of the defendant's condition. 
Judge Cantrill said he could see no cause 
or reason for the defendant's outbreak, 
but, in justice to his attorneys, he would 
postpone the case. 


Youlsey etill occupied his chair with 


bla eyes closed, apparently in a half- 
Eaintiug condition. After the crowd 
pawed out Jailor Repd and deputies 
carried Youtsey to the Jail, as he was- un- 
able to walk- 


Various reasons are assigned for his 


BUtbreak, the first being that his long 
confinement and strain of the trial 
caused him to become hysterical and 
lose control of himself. Another is that 
he is really demented, a* shown by hia 
remark that Goe-bel wa* not dead. He 
Is being attended by physicians and rela- 
tives at the jail, and hi* condition Is 
Seemed critical. 


Even P«lf Muta Not Exempt. 


Berlin, Oct. 10.—The entire German 


^reis *eems to disapprove the sentence 
to six months' imprisonment in a fortress 
pronounced upon Maximilian Harden, 
editor aad. publisher of The Zukunft, who 
had puVUsbed an article condemning 
Emperor ^William's speeches on the Chi- 
nese Question.

evoked frequent *pplau»». 


BIr. Flint safo* that in the evolution of 


industrial life one of the first step* was 
to subdivide production into trades. 
Later, those engaged in the same trad* 
formed partnerehjipj. then corporation*, 
and finally consolidation* of corpora- 
tions. 


"The tendency of modern trade is Co- 


ward consolidation, because the admin- 
istration of the largast masse* Is the 
cheapest. Centralised manufacture per- 
mits the highest development of special 
machinery and processes. The factory 
running full time, on large volume, re- 
duces the percentage 
of 
overhead 


charges. Direct sales on a large scale 
minimize the coat of distribution. Cen- 
tralization of manufacture and distribu- 
tion reduce aggregate stocks, and there- 
fore save in the shop wear, storage, In- 
surance and interest. Consolidated man- 
agement results in the raising and fixing 
of the standards of quality, the beet 
standards being adopted; in avoiding 
waste and financial embarrassment 
through every production, In less loss by 
bad debts through comparisons of credit, 
and in securing the advantages of com- 
parative accounting and comparative ad- 
ministration. 


"The quretton which most interest* us 


is whether the advantages of prosperity 
are equally divided among the contrib- 
utors to it, namely capital, superin- 
tendence and labor." 


Having considered the flrst two ta 


general, Mr. Flint spoke of the third con- 
tribution, labor, a* follows: 


"It is a fundamental fact that the man 


of superior ability cannot accumulate for 
himself without giving to the wage earn- 
ers aa opportunity to earn the larger 
•hare, and it is always an Increasing 
•hare. Th« tendency is today to a mini- 
mum of profits and to a maximum of 
wages. When profits become abnormal 
they invite competition, and are immedi- 
ately reduced, in which case the consum- 
ing world is benefited solely. If they are 
not sufficiently abnormal to invite com- 
petition, then labor demands a larger 
share of the pzoftt, in the form of in- 
creased wages, and it is either volun- 
tarily or necessarily-agreed to-; in which 
casp the body of wage earners reap the 
advantage. And, inasmuch as the body 
of wage earners is th! great body of the 
community, it necessarily reaps the ad- 
VfenUge In any case. Employes know 
almost as promptly as do the employers 
whether a mill Is earning an extravagant 
profit. If it be, they at once demand 
their share, and the employer must and 
Inevitably does succumb. It la thus that 
wages always tend to a. maximum and 
profit into a minimum. 


"The wage earner of the United States 


are today employing a higher standard 
of living and a larger measure of well- 
being than wtoge earners have «ver be- 
fore employed in the history of the world. 
They ape the real money power. Tha 
railroad managers have rails and rolling 
stock; the miner has mines; the manu- 
facturer haa bricks, mortar and ma- 
chinery, and moat of them have debts, 
and many are mortgaged to the banks 
for savings; but the wage earners In tha 
United States have on deposit In cash in 
the savings bank, subject to call, $2,600,- 
000,000." 


Speaking of the financial situation, Mr. 


Flint said: "When all doubt is forever 
removed as the perpetuity of our gold 
standard, and no doubt possible as to tho 
manner of selecting a supreme court, to 
which we must look for the enforcement 
of our national obligations as written !n 
terms of gold, the American eagle will 
inevitably become the unit of interna- 
tional exchange in place of the English 
sovereign."

Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 10.—John Dhey wu

He in- 
troduced District President Nicholls, who 
assured the assembled miners that the 
•tori** in circulation in tho Schuylklli 
valley to the effect that the upper region 
men wlere wavering waa absolutely un- 
true. 
He added that the strikers from 


th« northern part of the anthracite fields 
would stand by the men in the Schuylkill 
district to the very end. 


President Mitchell was enthusiastically 


received when he aro*e to address tha 
assemblage. H* spoke of the enthusiasm 
displayed by th* men throughout tht 
anthracite strike region and went Into 
the situation a* it now stand*. In re- 
ferring1 to the prospective ending ot the 
strike, he saidi: 


"Every other strike that has taken 


place In the anthracite region has been 
declared off by our officers. Heretofore 
when n>«n went on strike they remained 
out for a time, and then the chief execu- 
tive or the executive board declared th« 
atrlke off without consulting the wishes 
of the striker*. I want to say that this 
strike will never end until the miners, 
through delegate* In convention, end it 
for themselves. We have called a con- 
vention and you men are Invited to z«nd 
deleg-atea there. You are invited to pass 
Judgment on the operators' proposition. 
If you believe that they act In good 
faith; if you believe 10 percent to 
b« 


enough; if you believe that they will pay 
ths 10 *p*rcent {or a year, then you must 
decide whether t» return to work. 


"I do not expect that this one strike 


will eradicate all the wrongs from which 
you suffer. I do not believe that the ac- 
cumulation of 40 years of injustice can 
be wined out at once, but I do believe 
that you have established an organiza- 
tion here that with each succeeding year 
will give you Improved condition* of em- 
ployment." 


Interviews with prominent coal opera* 


tors have elicited! a uniform declaration 
that no further concessions or modifica- 
tions1 of the present offer will be made, 
and that th* miners must take it or leave 
It just as it stands. 


They say it is plain and complete and 


contains all they can or will concede, i 
The 10 percent increase means that every | 
man in the anthracite mints IB to have I 
J1.10 for the work for which he formerly , 
received $1, the operators say. The 
powder Item la simply a matter of book- 
keeping. Instead ot giving- the miners 19 
percent increase flat he will have his 
credit side Increased say 3 percent, and 
from this debit side will be subtracted 
7 percent or whatever percentage of ex- 
pense It is found the difference in tho 
cost of his powder amounts to. The pur- 
pose Is simply to put an end to the howl- 
Ing about powder being sold at exorbi- 
tant prices. Powder is the basis of the 
wage scale, it is explained, and to de- 
crease, its cost is to increase the wages. 
In this region a decrease of $1.25 in a ke.g i 
ot powder means a 7 percent decrease in 
the miners' expenses.

•who turns in many scoops during the 
year is looked favorablykjon by his city 
end managing editors BOD, it he writes 
fairly 
good English, has a splendid 


chance for promotion, for the newsgath- 
erer who gets the scoops is a man who 
has an eye for news, and it is that kind 
of a man who eventually sits in the man- 
aging editor's chair and looks after the 
destiny of the paper. 


In the good old days before the Asso- 


ciated Press service, when every paper 
bad its own correspondents throughout 
the world, scoops of an international 
character were more numerous than they 
lire at present. Now, with news agency 
and special correspondents iri every city 
in the world, it is difficult for a paper to 
obtain a really big exclusive piece at 
news. 


One of the most famous beats of the 


old time days was the exclusive publica- 
tion by the New York Tribune of the full 
report of the Credit Mobilier committee, 
{with all the testimony verbatim. 


Although reporters had been admitted 


to the sessions of the committee and the 
papers had published summaries of the 
proceedings aofl testimony from day to 
day during the long and painful investi- 
gation, the testimony in full had never 
keen printed. People evinced a great in- 
terest to read the entire testimony. They 
wanted to be able to judge for them- 
selves how far the prominent statesmen 
Involved were actually inculpated. Great 
public curiosity -was also shown regard- 
Ing the report of -the committee. 


When the chairman, Judge Poland of 


IVermont, a very dignified, white haired 
(Did gentleman, who always wore a blue 
•wallowtail coat with brass buttons, pre- 
•ented the report to the house, all of the 
•Jboys in the press gallery made an imme- 
(diate rash to the clerk's office to get hold

Tnain Wrote n Description. 


\Vba* is perhaps the most wonderful 


v.'ntch in the \varld is in the possession of 
a resident of Prince George county, Md. 


This remarkable timepiece, known as 


the Matile iu\teh, from the nnme of its j 
maker, v^as made at Looe, Switzerland. 
It formed a feature of the Swiss exhibit 
at the Centennial held at Philadelphia 
in 1870 and was purchased on that occa- 
sion by its present owner. A description 
of the watch by Mark Twain (S. L. 
Clemens) is as remarkable for accuracy 
as it is humorous. The well known writ- I 
er thus gives his impressions ot the mar- ' 
velous piece of mechanism: 
| 


"I have examined the wonderful watch 


mnde by Mr. H. L. Matile, and indeed it | 
comes nearer to being a human being ' 
than any piece of mechanism I ever saw 
before. 
In fact, it knows coasiderably 


more than the average voter. It knows 
the movements of the moon and keeps 
exact record of them. It tells the day of 
the week, the date of the month aud the 
month of-the year and will do this per- 
petually; it tells the hour of the day and 
the minute aad the second and evon 
splits the second into fifths and marks 
the division by stop hands, having two of 
the latter; it can take accurate care of 
two race horses that start, not together, 
but one after another; it is a repeater, 
wherein the voter is suggested again, and 
musically Chimes the hour, the quarter, 
the half and the three-quarter hour, and 
also the minutes that have passed of an 
uncompleted quarter hour, so that a blind 
man can tell the time of day by it to the , 
exact minute. 


"Such is this extraordinary watch. It > 


ciphers to admiration. I should think one 
could add another wheel and make it i 
read and write, still another and make it | 
talk, and I think one might take out sev- 
eral of the wheels that are already in it | 
and it would still be a more intelligent 
citizen than some that h«lp to govern the 
, 


country. On the whole, I think it is enti- 
tled to vote—that is, if its sex is of the 
right kind." 


The watch was sold for $1,400, and it 


is still performing its complex functions 
with the greatest regularity.—Washing- 
ton Times.

Familiar 
Enough 


WTien They Are Translated. 


The mysterious names which appear in 


the dispatches in connection with Chi- 
nese affairs become familiar enough when 
translated, thus: Tuig means east; si, 
west; nan, south, pei north; while tsin, 
kin or king stands t<Sr capital or metrop- 
olis, as in Peking (northern capital) and 
Nankin (southern capital). Tien meanar 
heaven, so Tien-tsin signifies heavenly 
metropolis, fio or kiang means river, so 
Pei-ho is north river; Si-kiang, west riv- 
er. Che means seven, so Che-kiang is 
seven rivers. Shan is mountain and 
Bhangtung, east mountain, and Shansi, 
west mountain; Pai is white, and Pai- 
elian, white mountain. Hai is sea, and 
kwan stands for gate, so Hai-kwan (the 
maritime customs) is gate of the sea and 
Shan-hai-kwan mountain and sea gats. 
Bhang is a city, and Shanghai js city by 
the sea. 
Hoang is yellow; Hoang-ho, 


yellow river, and Hoang-hai, yellow sea. 


Tang means ocean and tse son; hence 


the Tang-tse river is son of the ocean, 
and Tientse sen of heaven (tbe emperor). 
Ku or kow is a mouth or pass and ta 
big or great, so Taku means big mouth 
(of Pei-ho), while Nankow stands for 
south pass (from Mongolia). 
Hu is a 


lake, ling a hill, hsiang a village, hsten a 
tax district. Fu is a prefecture, tai a 
governor, tao a circuit or group of admin- 
istrative department, so taotai is a gov- 
ernor of a circuit, and futai is .a gevernor 
of 'a prefecture. Chao or kiao is a bridge, 
11 a Chinese mile, pa tight, and thus Pa- 
li-kiao is the. eight mile bridge. Cho or 
chow is a depot or stopping place, hence 
Tungohow, eastern (denot of Peking). 
Sben is a pretince, and Bhensi is the 
western province.

idence and hfli a secret society or club. 
QVing mens pure or clear, so Tf'ing- 
kiang is clear river, while Ta Ts'ing 
means great pure.(name ef present dy- 
nasty), and -kwo being a kingdom or em- 
pire, Ta-Ts'iut Kwo -signifies the em- 
piiG of the jrcst r»ire (China). T» Mei- 
Ka is the name applied by the Chinese to 
the United States and means great «.mec- 
ica.->Leslie'a Weekly.

Several years ago the Mexican gov- 


ernment made a standing offer of 
$100,000 to the discoverer of a remedy 
for yellow fe>ver, which every year is 
epidemic in the lower gulf ports and 
on tbe isthmus of Tehuantepec. 


Several eminent specialists have 


made experiments at the port of Vera 
Cruz since the offer was made. 
Not 


until this summer did any of the se- 
rums experimented with prove iuc^- 
cessful in virulent cases. 
At last; 


however, the remedy has been found. 


The experiments conducted at Vera 


Cruz; were under the auspices of the 
government board of health. The com- 
mission appointed by the board to wit- 
ness the experiments has just reported 
favorably upon their result. 


Part of the big prize will be paid to 


the doctor at once. He has been asked 
to make further experiments in vari- 
ous forms of the disease at Vera Cruz, 
and if they are successful he will win 
the entire prize. 


In June last Dr. Bellinzaghi came to 


the City of Mexico to obtain permis- 
sion from the government to make ex- 
periments at Vera Cruz, where the yel- 
low fever was then raging. While Dr. 
Bellinzaghi was awaiting the custom- 
ary formalities to be complied with, 
David Kilpatrick, an American, who 
had come from the isthmus, was taken 
111 with yellow fever in its most viru- 
lent form three or four days after ar- 
riving in the city. He was taken to 
the American hospital, where his case 
was pronounced hopeless. No case of 
yellow fever which had developed in 
this altitude, having been contracted in 
a lower altitude, had ever been saved. 


Dr. A. W. Parsons, the physician in 


charge of the hospital, gave permission 
to Dr. Bellinzaghi to try his serum 
upon the patient. Dr. Bellinzaghi vis- 
ited the patient on tbe fourth day of 
his illness, after all hope for his life 
had been given up. The 'patient had 
the black vomit, a temperature which 
ie considered fatal, his system was 
thoroughly permeated with the disease, 
and the action of the kidneys was en- 
tirely stopped, a symptom which is al- 
ways considered fatal. 


Dr. Eellinzaghl Injected 20 grains of 


bis serum on the first aay ho visited 
the patient and succeeded in reducing 
his temperature and pulse. On the sec- 
ond day he injected 30 grains, on the 
third day 60 grains and on the fourth 
day 80 grains. 


On the second day the vomit disap- 


peaied, and on the fourth day the ac- 
tion of the kidneys was restored. 
Three days later the patient was dis- 
charged from the hospital. 


This remarkable achievement, which 


was cabled to The Herald exclusively 
at the time, hastened the action of the 
government board of health In grant- 
Ing permission to Dr. Bellinzaghi to 
make his experiments at Vera Cruz. 


President Diaz became personally In- 


terested in the matter and sent for the 
doctor. In an interview with the pres- 
ident Dr. Bcllinzagbi explained his se- 
rum and its theory fully, and the pres- 
ident took great interest in it. 
, A commission was appointed by the 
government board of health, which 
accompanied Dr. Bellinzaghi to Vera 
Cruz and afforded him every facility to 
make his experiments. The serum was 
tried on patients in the military and 
Ban Sebastian hospitals, and in 85 per 
cent of the cases it was successful. 
The usual mortality in yellow fever 
cases is 50 to 80 per cent 


All the cases which Dr. BelllnBaghl 


failed to save were those in very ad- 
vanced stages of the disease. In all 
the cases in which injections of the 
serum was made in the first stage of 
the disease tbe patient was convales- 
cent in from one to four days, and the 
recovery was complete. 


In the cases taken in the second 


Stage of the disease, or, as the doctors 
express it, after the second injection, 
when the system is permeated with 
the toxin, the progress of the disease 
was stopped in from four to eight day* 
and the patients recovered. 


The third stage of the disease is 


when the action of the kidneys is 
stopped. When the disease has reach- 
ed this stage, death has hitherto been 
regarded as certain. Dr. Bellinzaghi 
aaved several cases which had reach- 
ed this stage. 


Dr. Beilia/sghi was born in Italy In 


1865. He was educated In Prance and 
studied under Pasteur. In 1892 he 
went to Montevideo. There he was a 
professor in the Montevideo Bacte- 
riological institute. 


In 1895 he went to Brazil, where he 


was associated with the eminent bac- 
teriologist, Dr. Felipe Caldas. Togeth- 
er they established an Institution for 
the study of bacteriology and the man- 
ufacture of serum at Rio Grande do 
Sul, Brazil. 


Here he began the study of yellow 


fever and experimented with serum* 
nntil he discovered the one which liaa 
been thus far so successful.

He fed hi» 
fiaheg himielf and was much more anx- 
ious lest they should be hungry "than I 
am about my asses, which bring me in a 
good proit," Varro aeernfully remarks. 
Half the fishermen of the place were em- 
ployed in catching small fish to giye to 
the big ones, and salted fish wag prorided 
when the sea was too rough for tbe boat* 
to go out. Hortensiui would make you a 
present of a team of mules sooner than of 
a single one of big mullet*. 


Lucullus gave carte blanche to hi* ar- 


chitect to ruin himself if he could man- 
age, 
by means of subterranean passages, 


to contrive a sort of tide in bis tanks at 
Baiae, so as to keep the water cool in 
summer, when fishes in confinement suf- 
fer much from the heat, ai I have been 
told at the Naples aquarium, a beautiful 
and wonderful place, surpassing the 
dreams even of a Roman fish maniac. 


Varro speaks of some one who wa* 


more anxious about his sick fishes than 
about his sick slaves, but the story of tha 
Roman "who fattened his lampreys on 
his slaves" belongs to after time*. Like 
other stories which are told for the bene- 
fit of youth, it lacks exactitude. This 
seems to have been the truth: A million- 
aire freedman of the name of Pollio Ve- 
dius was entertaining Augustus at sup- 
per when a slave broke a crystal goblet. 
Pollio, enraged, ordered him to be thrown 
to the fishes. The slave appealed to the 
emperor, who asked his host to pardon 
him, but Pollio refused. Augustas then, 
pardoned the man himself and had all of 
Pollio's crystal goblefi) broken and the 
fish pond filled up. — Contemporary Be-

Colonol Rob«rt L. Metde, United 


States roariuo Corps, who commanded 
tbe American forces at the battle of 
TIen-tsin, gays the Boston Herald, has 
come to Boston by way of San Francis- 
co to join his fatally and to get ready 
for duty an commanding officer of the 
marine barracks at the New York navy 
yard. He was "Invalided home," ac- 
cording to tbe British ami American 
service phrasp. If he were in the Brit- 
ish service, he would have a "breast of 
medals," as they say, for 40 years in 
uniform and participation with distinc- 
tion in three wars. 


"Invalided home" may have fitted 


the courageous ^colonel's physical con- 
dition in Tien-tsin in the latter part of 
last July when he was down with 
rheumatism due to exposure la a 
swampy trench, but it doesn't fit today. 
Colonel Meade appreciates' the differ- 
ence very keenly, and although he is 
mighty glad to be back again with 
Mrs. Meade and h'ls two daughters and 
two sons bes 
r cannot help asserting 


whenever. Chhia is mentioned to him 
that he ought not to hav« come away 
so soon. 


The colonel is erect, every inch a mil- 


itary man, bronzed, very active, a little 
under weight, to be" expected, but just 
the man lie was when he was ordered 
from tbe -Portsmouth navy yard to the 
Cavite station in the Philippines. 


The Tien-tsin duty gave Colonel 


Meade, it seems, no remarkable wor- 
ry. He said to a reporter for The Her- 
ald that there Was no special reason 
for exploiting in the newspapers bis 
part In the campaign, "as it was all a 
matter of professional business." He 
added: "If I had failed In my duty, tbe 
newspapers might have reason for pub- 
lishing my picture and making compar- 
isons out o£ my record. 


"All the Americans served well be- 


fore Tien-tsin. There were many fine 
examples of courage and faithfulness. 
We were-ln a trench for 14 hours under 
fire at about 600 yards range. Captain 
Davis was killed standing beside me. 
Lieutenants.Butler and Leonard were 
hit. You kriow our casualties. 


"Officers and men took things coolly. 


There were Jests and amusing com- 
ments every little while. I think Da- 
T!S was saying something amusing to 
me when he was struck. My orderly, 
Private James Cooney (thejjolonel's or- 
derly at Boston, Portsmouth and Cavl- 
te)~, is a good example of tbe conduct of 
the enlisted men. lie was kneeling in 
the trcneii taking deliberate aim over 
the crest when a Manser struck hie 
Krag and- damaged it badly. Cooney's 
face became bloody. He was dased. 
He sat there a feV moments. The sur- 
geon came along and found him un- 
hurt Cooney picked up a dead man's 
piece and -went to work again. 


"Then there was the doctor—Thomp- 


son, ass-istaut surgeon under Dr. Nor- 
ton, both of tbe nary. Thompson went 
about heavily armed, you know. He 
wanted t» tight He was not as fond 
of medicines as of guns. When there 
was a call for a. "doctor, he wo»ld jump 
out of th'e trench instead of making his 
way past the men and run along the 
top exposed in all the word means. 1 
cnn't understand. why he wasn't hit. 
He attended to his business of lending 
first aid all right 
He didn't botber 


.about chances of being hit His tactics 
dmused me." 


i Speaking of tbe death of Captain Da- 
vis, the colonel said that Davis was on 
one side of him and Surgeon Norton on 
the other, touching elbows, as the 
trench was somewhat crowded. Davis 
was on the point of saying something 
when he exclaimed, "Oh!"' -and fell 
over. His death was nearly instanta- 
neous. 


"When the time came for me to leave 


Cavite," Colonel Meade said, "I took 
all the men of m-y regiment available. 
(Colonel Meade had command of the 
district of Cavite. He was under serv- 
ice orders'from Rear Admirals Watson 
and Remey and under ordars from Ma- 
jor General Otis for civil administra- 
tion.) Wo loft.Manila on the -Brooklyn, 
Captain Thomas, June 20 for Taku by 
way of Hongkong, Nagasaki and Che- 
fu. We reached Taku July 9 and Tong- 
ku on the evening of that day. 


"Admiral Remey gave me to under- 


stand at Taku that my business was to 
proceed to Tien-tsin as quickly as pos- 
sible. 
Major Walter, whom I have 


commenced highly for his services, and 
Colonel Liscum, wtth two battalions of 
1he Ninth infantry, had preceded me. 
With my force and transoortation on a 
lighter between two tugs v» 
Je went up 


the Pei-Ho and Inndcd at the German 
concession southeast of the city uliout 
3 a. m. on the 12th. 'Chinese shell fir- 
ing aad sipping was going on, but it 
•wasn't troublesome. 
I found Major 


Waller and hte men. At noon on tho 
•ame dny'I met Gcoertl Dorward, com- 
manding the British forces. 
H* in- 


formed me that it was decided to at- 
tack the city, throe mllrs awny, nt day. 
break next day (18th) and that my quo- 
ta should bo 1,000 men—the murlueg 
Hid 670 men un<!er_ Colonel Llscum. I 
hesitated to have our force separated, 
lie f7f>rinrfll Tinrwnrd plumed, hut t)i«> 
division appeared to be necessary, so 
the marines wore assigned to the left 
In the attack and tbe Ninth infantry to 
the right. 
Liscum, asking General 


Dorward for specific instructions, was 
told that be was to protect tbe Japa- 
nese advance. 


[_ "At 3 o'clock on tbe morning of the 


13th wo went ont of the Taku gate 
from the concessions, General Dorward 
and myself leading, with my marines 
as infantry and artillery, then British 
bluejackets with lieldpieces, then the 
Royal Welsh fusiliers and the Ninth 
United States Infantry, all making up 
fte U-ft colujun. Parallel with us went 
the right column, Japanese tight bat- 
teries. All the men were In good hu- 
mor. We halted and formed 500 yards 
ftrnra tho imrc. Thpj,ijjl.jiyi,<j.pl-£n*ina..s 


ble for artillery. TnoW wero ara&* aba 
ditches. 


"We all had verbul order* only. I 


ordered my men to take tbulr position. 
We were before tho south gate by 5 
o'clock a. m. The naval battery from 
H. M. 8. Terrible had opened fire OB 
the forts just before our arrival. About 
0:30 o'clock General Dorward ordered 
me to support tbe fusiliers on the left, 
and we crossed the wall and a swamp 
In skirmish line. Dilces and ditches 
served us as trenches. 


"The Chinese fire was fearfully accu- 


rate. We advanced by rushes to with- 
in 900 yards «f .the enemy. At 8 o'clock 
I took 180 rounds per man for an all 
day flgbt. We kept tbe action up till 8 
o'clock In the evening, when General 
Dorward ordered us to withdraw. 


"The Chinese fire was so accurate 


that the shots sent the dirt into our 
faces In tbe trenches. I'sent my men 
back In small parties at rushes. Well, 
we slept on our arms that night. The 
troops had nothing to eat on the 13th 
exoept a small luncheon which each 
man had in his haversack. 


"Early on the morning of the 14th 


tbe Japanese artillery, smashed in the 
south, gate. I entered the city about 0 
o'clock. The body of Captain Davis 
was brought In and buried in the city. 
Colonel Liscum was killed, as you 
know. Some of the men were buried 
in the trenches where they fell. It was 
pretty tough business. 


"When I marched into the city, dead 


bodies were strewn everywhere. The 
Bight was enough te sicken a dog. I 
had some experience" In the civil war, 
but nothing like that abominable Tien- 
tsin business. V,"e captured the man- 
darin flag soon after entering the city. 
D.ea.d men were lying round it. It was 
•wet with blood. On one side, propped 
againit a honse, was a dead Boxer. 
The imperial troops, which had retreat- 
ed, had cut out his eyes and pinned 
them up on either side of his head. 
Another Boxer was disemboweled, but 
alive. He raised his hand In a plead- 
ing way as we passed. The dead were 
everywhere. 
The smell was .awful. 


The deserted streets and houses were 
filthy. 


"I took possession of the southeast- 


ern quarter of the walled city, with the 
Japanese on the northeast, the English 
on the northwest aqd the French on 
the southwest The city, laid out by 
Chines* Gordon, Is In four parts. The 
•first thing to be done was to clean up. 


"Now, on suggestion of the Japanese 


general, Fukushima, the cleaning was 
begun, and civil administration was es- 
tablished. When the Japs captured the 
city in their war, they set up a good 
eystem of rules, so good that the Chi- 
nese were inclined to copy it here and 
there. A military council convened on 
the loth called by Vise Admiral Alex- 
eleff, Russian navy. I had the honor 
to represent tlie United States. The 
council appointed tlireg officers—Eng- 
lish, Japafie*? and Russian—to govern 
the city. They had staffs, secretaries, 
etc., to be paid salaries out of Chinese 
funds, as was proper. 


"There have been, I see by the pa- 


pers, reports of free looting by the 
forces which entered the city. I thir.'i 
that in the main the reports go to make 
up what Is called a missionary lie. 
There was no looting by our men. 
Picket guards at the four gates of the 
city took especiaUprecautlon to prevent 
BteaHng. The looting was done-by the 
Chinese themselves. Pcpbably foreign 
residents who knew where valuables 
Were to ~be found might know some- 
thing interesting in that connection. It 
Is shameful to lay the blame on the 
troops. The discipline was very good 
Indeed. I cannot say that I like the 
missionary side of tbe whole business. 


"Well, all vhat little Tien-tsin busi- 


ness cost six nations 750 casualties out 
of an allied force of G,450". The casual- 
ties ta my command were 2£ killed and 
98 wounded. The Japs'1 lost 320 after 
some very fine work. 
They deserve 


great credit 


"We all got along well under the cir- 


cumstances—very remarkable circum- 
stances. Each nation was independent 
yet courteous to the others. The Rus- 
sians and French permitted unpleas- 
antness now and tben, but there was 
riothing serious. At the council Vice 
Admiral Alexeieff was the central fig- 
ure. He is the most courtly and most 
courteous man I have ever met and he 
has 
unusual 
linguistic ability. 
I 


shouldn't care to say. that he cannot 
speak Chaldaie. , In the meetings he 
would trim from English to French or 
German at ease. The French command- 
er spoke only his ovrn tongue, the Ger- 
man had French and English, the Jap- 
anese had four languages. Rut Admi- 
ral Alexeieff was the chief Csure. The 
'Americans were regretful when he left 


"Oh, I'm sorry that I was unable to 


stay with them all. I cannot help feel- 
Ing that 1 shouldn't have come home so 
soon. But that's a soldier's way of 
looking at it, you know. It's bis pri- 
vate privilege."

unfit for use. 


STown water will have to be put in 
these houses. The spring on Edmunds 
Street Is all right as shown from the 
fcrtalyses of a sample taken by the in- 
Bpectora.

Those 
necessary but much abused members or 
the book trade have made mistakes from 
the time when "Robinson Crusoe" wont 
the round of publishers, only to be re- 
turned with tlianks. to thut of Mmp 
Grand's "Tbe Heavenly Twins," which, 
after seveiul journeys, at last found a 
publisher and success. 


It has often been stated that Thack- 


eray's "Vanity Pair" was refused by 
several publishers before it was accepted 
by Bradbury & Evans, but that point 
has been satisfactorily settled by the 
publication of Mr. Lewis Melville's "Life 
of Thackeray." Tbe statement is made 
in this work, upon the authority of Mr. 
Vizetelly, that one afternoon Thackeray 
called at his ofiict with a small brown 
paper parcel containing two drawings for 
the first number of "Vanity Fair." With 
them was the manuscript for the early 
part of this book. 


Thackeray said he was going to Brad- 


bury & Evans to offer them the work. 
Mr. Vizetelly continued, "In little more 
than half an hour Thackeray again 
made hie appearance and, with a beam- 
ing face, gleefully informed me that they 
had settled the business. Thackeray ex- 
plained that he had named SO guineas 
per part, including the illustrations, but 
he thought he could have got much 
more."

SHERIFF FULLER'S REPORT 


Cost of Keeping Prisoners in County 


Jail Decreased 


The annual report of Sheriff 


for the year ending September 30, 1900, 
has been completed. The total expenses 
for the year. Including the officers' sal- 
aries, amounted to $17,078.48, the net 
cost per capita for each prisoner being 
$172 04. The net cost per capita for the 
year ending September 
30, 1899, was 


$195.28, nearly $23 more than last year. 


The expenditures for the year Just 


enkJed were as 
follows: 
Provisions, 


$4930.63; clothing, $1367.15; medicines 
and medical attendance, 625.20; fuel 
and 
lights, $3251.17; instruction! 
of 


prisoners, $25; library books, new books 
and re-binding, $60.45; discharged pris- 
oners, 
$83.37; 
miscellaneous account, 


1085.72; total, 
$11,428.69. The officers' 


salaries amounted to $5649.79, making a 
grand total of $17,078.48. 


The net earnings from the shop dur- 


ing the year were $1854 27. The aver- 
age number of prisoners for the year 
was 88 63-363. There were 29 prisoners 
who paid fines at the house of correc- 
tion, 174 having beent committed for 
the 
non-payment 
of 
fines. 
The 


amount received for fines 'uas $222.19. 
The net cost per capita for the yeai 
was $172.84. Ther8 are at present 3SO 
volumas in the library. 


The expenditures for the past year 


fell far below that of the year ending 
September 30, 1S39, when there was 
paid out $20,539.20. The receipts from 
the shop this year were also larger than 
the preceding year, 
the amount re- 


ceived in 1899 being $1401.24, leaving a 
balance of $19,137.90 in IS^O after pay- 
ing the expenses. 
The balance this 


year was $13,224.21, thus making the 
expenses for the year, after deducting 
the amoun>t received from the shop, 
$3913.75 less than for the year ending 
September 30, 1899. 


The average number of prisoners in 


the house of correction in 1S99 was 98, 
and the net cost per capita, $195.28. 
There were 87 prisoners in the institu-

CORRECTING FORMER EVIDENCE 


L L. Brown on the Stand All Day in 


Paper Company Hearing 


The hearing of the case of the L. L. 


Brown Paper company against Levi L. 
Brown of Adams was resumed in the 
couinty commissioners' frnom at the 
court house yesterday morning- at 11 
o'clock, before Judge John W. Mason 
of 
Northampton as 
auditor. 
Mr. 


Brown was put on the 'stand and the 
first question asked of him was as to 
whether he wished to mske a chance 
in certain evidence submitted by him 
at a previous hearin-r and duly record- 
ed by the stenographer. He made an 
affirmative reply. 


Charles H. Williams, the senior coun- 


sel for Mr. Brown, stated that there 
are numerous errors in the stenograph- 
er's notes, and the attorneys on the 
case being agreeable, it wag decided 
to go over the typewritten testimony 
and make the necessary corrections 
before proceeding with the case. This 
woirk Occupied considerable time. 


Mr. Brown was on the stand all the 


afternoon. He was questioned in re- 
gard to certain entries on the books 
of the company and he denied all 
knowledge of them until after 
the 


crash in 1891. As for the ^Potter-Love!! 
drafts, the witness claimed that the 
company had the benefit' of the money 
raised on them. One of these notes 
was for $25,000 and the theory Is that 
some of them 'are renewals. 


There was no evidence of special 


importance brought out during the af- 
ternoon and the Kearins tv-ns resumed 
this morning at 10 o'clock. Miss Powell
